He is 
mentally ill and a prolific letter writer. 

Zatko is well known to FBIHQ, the Sacramento 
Field Office and the United States Secret 
Service. Our Sacramento Office is attempting, 
through the prison authorities at Tehachapi to 
limit Zatko’s outgoing mail. The United States 
Attorney’s Office, Sacramento, California, has 
previously declined to prosecute Zatko due to 
his life sentence. 

Investigation is continuing.
